ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR, 1945. 


N presenting the 125th Annual Report, the Committee give thanks 
for the total victory of 1945, and in particular express their 
admiration and gratitude to the Merchant Navy and to the 

Merchant Fleets of the Allied Nations. 


The Albert Dock and Tilbury Hospitals and the Angas Home 
Recovery Hospital at Cudham in Kent, were mercifully preserved 
from worse than superficial damage. After earlier damage from high 
explosive, incendiary and flying bombs, the Dreadnought Hospital 
at Greenwich, suffered from the blast of nearby rocket bombs in 1945. 
Since V.E. Day some of the damaged wards at Greenwich have been 
reconditioned and the number of beds now available is 126. The 
main entrance has been rebuilt and a temporary Casualty and 
Out-Patient Department is in course of reconstruction. Until labour 
and materials are available for the final rebuilding of the Dreadnought, 
it is hoped that a licence will be granted to make the fullest use of 
such parts of the building as are safe enough for temporary repair and 
equipment. 


The Committee feel that at this juncture, they cannot do more 
than reiterate the hope which they expressed in their last report that, 
while taking their place within the framework of the National Health 
Service, the Seamen’s Hospitals will retain their particular character 
and functions as hospitals for merchant seamen in the Port of London 
who require immediate care and treatment while away from their 
home locality. 


Under the most difficult circumstances, the Society has throughout 
the war provided maintenance and expert treatment to persons 
suffering from tropical diseases. After protracted negotiations, and 
subject to many discouraging delays, premises for the Hospital for 
Tropical Diseases have been acquired at No. 28, Devonshire Street. 
The purchase of the 79 years unexpired lease has been facilitated by a 
loan from H.M. Treasury, upon application by the Colonial Office, 
secured by the Society’s asset of the former hospital building in 
Endsleigh Gardens which is still under requisition by the Ministry of 
Works. 
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It was with great regret that the Committee accepted the resigna- 
tion of Commander R. M. Prior,.D.S.O., D.S.C., R.N., who had been 
a valuable member for twelve years. They also much regret the 
retirement of Admiral Sir George Hope, K.C.B., K.C.M.G., who took 
a particular interest in King George’s Sanatorium for Sailors, and of 
Admiral Ronald Hopwood, C.B., who joined the Committee in 
connection with the Queen Alexandra Memorial Hospital in Marseilles. 
Mr. Charles Jarman has felt impelled to resign owing to his great 
burden of work as General Secretary of the National Union of Seamen. 


Sir Frank Alexander, Bt., J.P., lately Lord Mayor of London, has 
joined the Committee. A cordial welcome has also been extended to 
Mr. W. Errington Keville, a Director of Messrs. Shaw, Savill & Albion, 
Ltd., and to Mr. H. J. Tanner, London Representative of the National 
Union of Seamen. 


The list of Birthday Honours included the name of Sir Ernest 
Murrant, KC MG: The New Year Honours List, 1946, contained the 
name of Admiral Sir Charles Kennedy-Purvis, G.B.E., K.C.B. 


Upon his return from war service, Mr. D. A. C. Price has been 
appointed Deputy Secretary of the Seamen’s Hospital Society and 
House Governor of the Dreadnought and Albert Dock Hospitals. 


The Society’s six establishments were maintained during 1945 
at an expenditure of £113,076. The number of In-Patients admitted 
was 4,511 and new Out-Patients numbered 18,915. 


On behalf of the Governors, the Committee express sincere 
gratitude for all the contributions which have been made in money, 
in kind, and in personal service to the Society’s seamen patients. 
Cordial appreciation of their grants is also expressed to the King 
George’s Fund for Sailors, King Edward’s Hospital Fund for London, 
the Metropolitan Hospital Sunday Fund, the Committee of the London 
Shipowners’ Voluntary Contributions Scheme and the Royal Seamen’s 
Pension Fund. 


In conclusion, the Committee take the opportunity of expressing 
to all staffs their gratitude for their devotion to duty- during the last 
months of war and during the aftermath of hostilities. They are 
confident that in the coming years the Society’s traditions will continue 
to be maintained with the same zeal and loyalty.

Origin and History 


OF THE 


Seamen's WHospital Hocietyp 


T the close of the Napoleonic wars, there were to be found in the 
streets of London many mariners who had taken part in the struggle 
and who were left friendless, homeless and without work. Illness and 
disease afflicted a large number of them and there was no provision for 
the alleviation of their sufferings. In 1818 a small band of philanthropists, 
among whom were William Wilberforce and Zachary Macaulay, realising 
the responsibility of the nation towards these men who had served her 
well, conceived the plan of establishing a hospital for their succour, 


The minutes of the first Committee Meeting include the following 
observations :— 


“Sailors in general are bred up to their occupation from early 
‘youth and retain few of the habits of persons employed on shore. 
Their great failing, and principal occasion of all their misfortunes, 
is an almost total absence of foresight and of consideration for 
the morrow. They appear to have no conception of the possible 
approach of misery until it is too late to escape it and when at 
length they become subject to its visitation, they are appalled 
and sink beneath its weight. If informed of, or directed to 
Hospitals, Asylums or other places of relief ashore, which do not 
bear the name “ Seamen’s,”’ they are unwilling to approach them 
and will submit to be driven to such receptacles only by extreme 
misery. It is well known to every person acquainted with the 
habits of these peculiar beings that they will at any time prefer 
to remain on board their ships, even on approaching death, 
rather than consent to be taken to a hospital on shore, although 
with a prospect of returning health.” - 


On the 8th March, 1821, the first meeting of the Committee of 
Management of the Seamen’s Hospital took place in the “ City of London 
Tavern’: this date is now kept as ‘ Founders’ Day.’ An old man-of- 
war, the ‘“‘ Grampus ”’ had been obtained on loan from the Admiralty and, 
with charitable funds collected by the Committee, transformed into a 
HOSPITAL SHIP, and moored in the Thames off Greenwich, that 
being the most central and eligible situation. 

The lower decks of the ship were formed into wards and her top 
deck fitted with canvas shelters for convalescent patients. A Captain 
Superintendent was placed in command and a Chaplain made daily 
visits. The first Chaplain had the somewhat infelicitous name of the 
Rev. David Jones !

The general policy governing the admission of patients has remained 
the same throughout the whole history of the Society. Every sick seaman, 
on presenting himself alongside, was immediately received without the 

necessity of any letter of recommendation, his own apparent condition 
~ bein g sufficient ground for admission. While other hospitals limited the 
period during which patients were permitted to remain in them, on board 
the Hospital Ship every seafarer was allowed to remain in a state of 
convalescence until he had completely regained his health and strength. 

The ““Grampus”’ had 180 beds and in 1831, the Committee sanctioned 
an increase of Nurses from 6 to 9 “ together with a man for night duty 
_who shall also undertake the work of barber.’’ The low ceilinged walls 
were lit by lamps burning whale oil and surgical operations were some- 
times performed by candle light. 


In 1832, the ‘“‘Grampus’”’ having become too small, the Admiralty 
replaced her with the “‘ Dreadnought.” This year was the most im- 
portant one in the whole history of the Society, for under the will of Mr. 
John Lydekker, a member of Lloyds, his fleet of four vessels on returning 
from trading in the far East, were sold with their cargoes for the benefit 
of this Charity. The proceeds amounted to £55,000 which, in addition 
to making a permanent source of income, enabled the Hospital in the 
following year to obtain from Parliament its Act of Incorporation, 
3° Gul. IV.. cap. 9, under the title of the Seamen’s Hospital Society. 


In 1856 the “‘ Dreadnought ’’ was replaced by the “ Caledonia ”’ 
which had been the favourite ship of Lord Exmouth. The “Dreadnought” 
was by then so well known to all mariners that the honourable name was 
retained and it is by this title that the hospitals of the Society are still 
known the world over. 


In 1870, when the Governors of the Greenwich Hospital decided to 
send to their homes the remaining pensioners of the Royal Hospital, 
the use of the Infirmary Building was granted to the Society and on 
the 13th April, 1871, between the hours of eleven and one, the patients 
were wremoved irom the decks “of the -old-. Ship and. the 
‘** DREADNOUGHT ”’ came ashore. For the first time a Matron and 
a female Nursing Staff were appointed to attend the sick, and seven 
years later, probationers were admitted for training. 

During the war, 1939-1945, the Hospital was partly destroyed 
and much damaged by high explosive, incendiary, flying and rocket 
bombs: at no time, however, were its doors closed to seamen who 
needed attention. Until labour and materials are available for the 
final rebuilding, the fullest possible use is being made of all tenable 
parts of the building, adapted and re-equipped. 


During the decade following the opening of the ‘‘ Dreadnought ”’ 
Hospital, two DISPENSARIES, one in the East India Dock Road and 
one at Gravesend were opened as clearing stations for seamen arriving 
at outlying berths of the Port. These were closed in 1930 and 1921, 
respectively. 
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In 1890 was opened the first branch Hospital at the juncture of 
the Royal Victoria and Albert Docks. This was the Albert Dock 
Hospital which, in 1935, was condemned as unsafe owing to soil subsidence. 
The NEW ALBERT DOCK HOSPITAL, erected on an adjoining 
site granted by the Port of London Authority, was opened on Trafalgar 
Day, 21st October, 1938, by H.M. Queen Mary. Its principal feature is 
a model Fracture Clinic and Rehabilitation Centre to which cases of 
injury occuring in any region of the Port are immediately conveyed by 
one of the Society’s motor ambulances. 


The first Albert Dock Hospital, in the heart of the central docks of 
the world’s greatest port, became the cradle of discoveries in medical 
science which have resulted in making habitable by white men thousands 
of square miles of the Earth’s surface, for it was the work-shop of the 
late Sir Patrick Manson, father of tropical medicine. In 1899 the London 
School of Tropical Medicine was founded and attached to the Albert 
Dock Hospital under the administration of the Society. In 1920, thanks 
to the generous co-operation of the British Red Cross Society, the 
tropical work of the Society was transferred to the HOSPITAL FOR 
TROPICAL DISEASES, Endsleigh Gardens, near Euston. Four 
years later, the School was merged in the London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine, which has its own governing body. 

On the outbreak of war in 1939, the Hospital was closed by order 
of the Ministry of Health as being unsuitable for use in the face of enemy 
air attack: the building was in fact rendered untenable in May, 1941 
by bomb damage. During the war the Society maintained its traditional 
services to tropical cases by admitting them to its other hospitals. In 
1945, premises were acquired at No. 23, Devonshire Street, W.1 to accom- 
modate 45 In-Patients and an Out-Patient Department and clinical 
laboratory. 


The ANGAS CONVALESCENT HOME at Cudham_ was 
established in 1918 when Mrs. L. G. Angas presented to the Society 
the house and grounds standing on the Kentish uplands above 
Orpington, so that the “ Dreadnought” still has an “upper deck” 
where the sailor is able to regain that strength demanded by his arduous 
calling. 

To relieve the pressure upon the bomb-damaged parent hospital, 
the Home was up-graded early in the war to function as a Recovery 
Hospital for post-operative cases and those under protracted medical 
treatment. 


Another activity which has engaged the attention of the Society is 
the treatment of the sailor suffering from tubercle. Being a wanderer 
often without fixed domicile, it was difficult for him to gain admission 
to a sanatorium, and in 1921, therefore, thanks to a fund collected by 
the late Earl of Inchcape, was built the KING GEORGE’S 
SANATORIUM FOR SAILORS at Bramshott Place, Liphook, 
Hampshire. To the original pavilion was later added a vita-glass ward 
and artificial sunlight unit thanks to the generosity of the officers and 
men of the Royal Navy. 
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Earher in its history the Society had been asked to provide for 
the needs of seamen arriving at the Tilbury Docks and in 1924 the small 
Passmore Edwards Hospital was handed over to the care of the Corpora- 
tion. The number of available beds has been increased from 17 to 92 
and a special feature of the TILBURY HOSPITAL is a separate 
pavilion for the care of native seamen who come in vessels from the 
far East. 

Special duties were entrusted to the Hospital during the war, 
especially after D-Day in 1944, to meet the needs of H.M. Forces operating 


from the Tilbury Docks and the number of beds was temporarily in- 
creased. 


From 1928 to 1932 the Society tried to provide hospital treatment 
for seamen in a foreign port, but the change of economic conditions has 
caused the closmg of the QUEEN ALEXANDRA MEMORIAL 
HOSPITAL in Marseilles. The Hospital was loaned to the British 
Army in 1939. Subsequently it was made available as a refuge for 
Polish nationals in France. It was severely damaged in 1944 during the 
battle of liberation from the enemy. 


SAMARITAN FUND AND COMFORTS FUND. 


From the earliest days, donations to the Samaritan Fund have 
enabled the Society to provide sailors on their discharge from hospital 
with surgical appliances, fares to their homes, and small sums of money 
to tide them over a few days. 


The Comforts Fund supplies magazines and books, writing materials, 
cigarettes and tobacco and many other things which add to the comfort 
and recreation of patients. Gifts in kind are most welcome. 


LEGACIES. 


The Committee earnestly hope that the sailors who turn 
to the Society’s Hospitals when sick or injured will be allowed 
to share in legacies bequeathed for charitable purposes.
